On Monday night—and possibly on 
Tuesday and Wednesday—voters will lit- 
erally decide the future use of much of 
downtown Andover. 

Among the 78 articles on this year’s 
Town Meeting warrant are the establish- 
ment of a new Multi-Family Zone and a 
Retail Overlay District. The warrant 
also features two articles that bear heav- 
ily on the proposed renovation of the Old 
Town Hall. 

Although the meeting is scheduled for 
7 p.m: on Monday, April 7, it is highly 
unlikely that all 78 articles will come to a 
vote in one session. Town Meeting policy 
dictates that, except when necessary on 
the final night, no new discussions will 
begin after 10:15. Given that the Warrant 


-is taken in its printed order, the consid- 


eration of high-interest articles such as 
those above will be spread over the two— 
or three—nights required to complete the 
yearly business. A quorum of 350 voters 
is necessary on all nights to render the 
necessary votes to pass or defeat all is- 
sues. 

Article 64, the Planning Board’s pro- 
posed Multi-Family District, would es- 
tablish the right to convert homes lying 
in a band-like zone to the south, east and 
north of the General Business District to 
multi-family use, within specific 
guidelines and setbacks. For those 77 lots 
affected in the proposed zone, conversion 
would now require a special permit from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Both the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board have recommended ap- 
proval of the article. 

In Article 62, the Planning Board has 
proposed the establishment of a Retail 
Priority Overlay District—a set of spe- 
cial regulations to govern the use of 
space in properties surrounding the cen- 
ter parking lot. The district would re- 
strict first-floor use of buildings behind 
the Old Town Hall, on lower Park and 
Barnard Streets and including the Park

Village Mall, to retail, restaurant and 
personal/consumer services. By special 
permit, first-floor spaces could also be 
used for banks and laundry/dry cleaning 
operations. 

The purpose of the article, according 
to Planning Office officials, is to make 
the best possible use of the recently reno- 
vated parking lot, and to encourage the 
town center’s retail growth while limit- 
ing office use of the first floor. It also 
would guarantee retail use of those 
pieces of property in the area that might 
change hands in the near future. 

Use of space above the first floor in the 
district would be governed, as it is now, 
by the zoning for General Business. 

The zoning proposal was based on a 
recent study of use within the Central 
Business District, in which it was con- 
cluded that downtown office-space va- 
cancies substantially outnumber 
vacancies for retail space. 

The article has sparked controversy 
among many downtown merchants, who 
oppose its approval because they feel its 
restrictions are unnecessary. In public 
hearings, center merchants have said 
that the market, and supply and de- 
mand, should be allowed to dictate the 
use of all floors of downtown property. 

The Planning Board recommends ap- 
proval of the proposed district; the Se- 
lectmen have not yet finalized an 
opinion. 

The fate of the Old Town Hall will be 
considered under Articles 29 and 30. Arti- 
cle 29, which asks for the appropriation 
of $150,000 for design and engineering 
studies on the building as Phase I of its 
restoration, has been recommended for

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Household Hazardous Waste 


With spring cleaning just around the corner, many 
homeowners will be confronted with an unexpected and 
imposing dilemma: what to do with their private collec- 
tion of hazardous wastes. 

According to Andover Public Health Director Everett 
Penney, ‘Most people don’t even realize that they have a 
problem until the weekly pickup contractor refuses to 
take certain materials.’’ The town’s contract with the 
pickup contractor and disposal incinerator at North And- 
over specifically prohibit such common household throw- 
aways as paint thinners, motor oil, pesticides and 
herbicides. Massachusetts state law requires all vendors 
of motor oil to provide return capability but few sellers 
actually comply. Town and state regulations prohibit the 

i of hazardous materials in sewers and storm 
drains and dumping these items down the toilet or drains 
of a house served by a septic system can be disastrous. 

As a solution to this problem, he continued, the town has 
come up with a local ¢ollection program of its own. “‘In 
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Issue Lingers 


1983 and 1984,”” Penney relates, ‘‘the board of health spon- 
sored a household hazardous waste collection day. These 
were very successful,” he said. ‘““The program was not 
run in 1985 due to legal and budgetary contract problems 
with the disposer. But,” says Penney, ‘‘the state depart- 
ment of environmental management has resolved these 
problems and we will operate a program this fall with 
North Andover.’’ The two towns hope to utilize a common 
border site as the collection site. 

“Our program this year,” he states, ‘‘will be a compre- 
hensive public education and collection program. We want 
to condition people to stop, think and act before that anti- 
freeze or crankcase oil gets thrown into the backyard or 
wetlands.’’ Penney advises concerned citizens to store 
these products safely until the fall program can be uti- 
lized. “In the meantime,’’ he advises, ‘‘if there are any 
questions about these materials give our hazardous waste 
coordinator, Jim Greer, a call at the health department.”

“Early Soviet Photographers” and ‘Soviet Realism in 
the 1980s: Paintings from the Norton Dodge Collection’’ 
are two new exhibits opening at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art on Friday, April 4, from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m.

Town Had More Schools

Deep among the coral reefs of the 
South Pacific there exists a giant clam 
that weighs up to 500 pounds.

Did you know that there were more public 
schools in Andover in 1796 than there are in 
1986? What was it like in a time when the hottest 
new educational hardware was not computers, 
but blackboards? 

These intriguing glimpses into the story of 
Andover’s public schools are part of the slide- 
lecture presentation, ‘School Days,’’ by James 
Batchelder on April 6 at 2 p.m. at the Andover 
Historical Society. 

Batchelder, an art teacher at Doherty Junior 
High School and avid student of architecture, 
became interested in the history of Andover’s 
public schools five years ago while doing re- 
search for the creation of a mural depicting lo- 
cal schools through the centurues. 

The 16%2-foot mural, executed with the assis- 
tance of several groups of students, is complete 
and now hangs in the room where the school 
committee meets, but Batchelder continues the 
research which has led him to many a dusty 
corner. No one has explored this field before 
now and Batchelder is writing a book on the sub- 
ject. : 

His program is far from a dry-bones technical 
report. Batchelder offers a fascinating view of 
the daily life of children and teachers in several 
periods of Andover’s history. For example, chil- 
dren used to be seated around the perimeter of 
the classroom with their backs to the teacher in 
order to take advantage of the dim light from 
the small windows. There were no lamps. With 
the movement for better ventilation came large 
windows, increased illumination and the now fa- 
miliar arrangement of children at desks in rows 
in front of the teacher. 

Teachers are not neglected in Batchelder’s 
program. He describes the profession as it was 
practiced in Andover and other similar New En-

gland towns in the 19th century when New En- 
gland led the nation in educational reforms.

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Architects Chosen To 


Submit Museum Proposals 


Three architectural firms have been selected from 39 
applicants to submit proposals for designing the prospec- 
tive new Lawrence home of the Museum of American Tex- 
tile History. 

The firms are Crissman & Solomon, Watertown; Gra- 
ham Gund Associates, Inc., Cambridge; and Hardy, Holz- 
man Pfeiffer Associates, New York City. The museum, 
now located in North Andover, hopes to move into the 
former Pacific Mills Weaving Mill (known as the Jo-Gal 
Building) in Lawrence by mid-1988. 

The firms were selected by an eight-member designer 
election committee appointed by the Lawrence Redevel- 
opment Authority, which owns the building. Members of 
the committee are James McDonald, chairman, Law- 
rence Redevelopment Authority; Diane Haynes and 
Kathy Barner, Department of Environmental Manage- 
ment, Commonwealth of Massachusetts; Thomas W. 
Leavitt, director, and Bruce Paul and Charles Buckley, 
trustees, Museum of American Textile History; Clarrise 
Poirier, history faculty, Merrimack College, and former 
preservation planner, Lawrence Community Develpment 
Department; and Pedro Chaviano, architect and mem- 
ber, Design Review Board, City of Lawrence. 

The criteria used for selection included previous mu- 

um experience, experience in adapting historic build- 

igs, principal staff members to be involved, general 
qualifications of the firm and accuracy in cost estimation 
and control. Applicants included architects from Boston, 
Cambridge, Andover, North Andover. Natick, Watertown, 


Newtonville and Norton and firms in Portsmouth, N.H., 
and New York City. 

Crissman & Solomon’s previous experience includes the 
Peabody Museum, Cambridge; Robert Hull Fleming Mu- 
seum, Burlington, Vt.; Charleston (S.C.) Museum; Mogan 
Cultural Center, Lowell; and the Computer Museum, Bos- 
ton. Graham Gund Associates has done design work at 
Plimoth Plantation, Plymouth; the Institute of Contempo- 
rary Art, Boston; Arnot Art Museum, Elmira, N.Y.; Bul- 
finch Square, Cambridge; and Maritime Center Museum 
and Aquarium, Norwalk, Conn. Hardy, Holxman Pfeiffer 
Associates has designed for the Los Angeles (Calif.) Coun- 
ty Museum of Art Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, Rich- 
mond, Va.; Currier Gallery of Art, Manchester, N.H.; St. 
Louis (Mo.) Art Museum; and Cooper-Hewitt Museum, 
New York City. 

Each of these fnalist has been sent a formal Request for 
Proposal. The designer selection committee will evaluate 
these proposals and make recommendations to the Law- 
rence Redevelopment Authority early in May. 

Picking an architect is a big step towards brnging the 
museum to Lawrence, according to Leavitt. The prelimi- 
nary designs will allow the museum to find out exactly 
how much space it will need and how much it will cost to 
relocate. 

The Museum of American Textile History, the primary 
center for the exploration of America’s cloth-making in- 
dustry, would be the centerpiece of the Lawrencwe Heri- 
tage State Park in its new location. 


Assessment Testing To Begin 


During the next few weeks, about 180,000 Massachusetts 
public school students in grades 3, 7 and 11 will take, for 
the first time, uniform state-administered tests in science, 
math and reading. These new curriculum assessment ex- 
ams are required by Chater 188, the School Improvement 
Act of 1985. Massachusetts pupils will also take new basic 
skills tests in October also mandated by the new law. Nei- 
ther testing program is tied to high school graduation. 

Rhoda Schneider, Acting Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Education, explained that the state has an obligation to 
the parents and taxpayers of the Commonwealth to assess 
and report on how well students are learning and schools 
are teaching. ‘‘The State Board of Education and I believe 
that Chapter 188 gives us an important opportunity to ful- 
fill that obligation. We will report twice a year on the 
educational progress of Massachusetts public schools and 
students in a way that ensures fairness,’’ she said. 

Schneider also praised the new educational reform law 
for providing the needed resources and programs to help 
schools meet the twin goals of quality and equality. ‘‘Test- 
ing is not an end in itself. It is a tool that we and the public 
schools of the Commonwealth will use to judge the effec- 
tiveness of school programs and to improve those pro- 
grams where necessary to provide all students with the 
opportunity to learn and to succeed,”’ she said. 

Allan Hartman, head of the tsting programs and direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Research and Assessment, said that 
the two state-administered tests will measure both basic 
and higher order skills of Massachusetts students. He ex-

plained that, for the first time in the history of Massachu- 
setts public education, comparisons among school 
buildings and districts will be made. ‘‘With the assess- 
ment test, the Commonwealth will also be able to com- 
pare itself to the nation as well. “We will make every 
effort to make sure these comparisons are equitable,” he 
said. 

According to James Case, associate commissioner for 
curriculum and instruction, the biennial assesment test 
results will be used to encourage curriculum review and 
improve instruction on the school level. At the state level, 
he said, the results will help establish educational policy 
by providing information to the governor, legislature and 
state board of education. 

Test results will be available in October. The national 
comparisons will be ready in March 1987 and the basic 
skills test results will be reported in January 1987.

“The Merry Widow” is a musical love story 
set in Paris at. the turn of the century. ‘‘The 
Merry Widow Waltz’ is the best-known single 
number by Lehar, the leading composer of Vien- 
nese operettas in the 20th century. Lesser char- 
acters in Lehar’s masterpiece include les girls 


‘a Maxim’s, Flo-Flo, Do-Do, Jou-Jou and Clo- 
0. 

The production is directed by George Osborne, 
general director of the Connecticut Opera. Tibor 
Pusztai is conductor and Michael Uthoff choreo- 
grapher. Scenic design is by Christ Kaseta and 
lighting design by James Franklin.

4, at 8 p.m. The program includes Rossini’s 
“William Tell Overture,”’ selections from Bi- 
zet’s ‘“‘Carmen,” three rags by Scott Joplin and 
selections from Gershwin’s ‘“‘Porgy and Bess.”

approval by the Finance Committee and 
the Planning Board; the Selectmen will 
make their recommendation at the meet- 


ing. 

Article 30 authorizes the Selectmen to 
lease space in the Hall to AVIS, the And- 
over Historical Society, the Post Office, 
the Andover Federal Credit Union, or 
other non-profit or governmental agen- 
cies or groups. The Planning Board has 
voted not to support it; the Selectmen 
have yet to give their recommendation. 

In Article 4, recommended for appro- 
val by the Board of Selectmen, the 
School Committee and the Finance Com- 
mittee, voters are asked to impose a four 
percent tax on room occupancy for local 
hotels and motels. 

Among the Planning Board’s proposals 
is a new Watershed Protection Overlay 
District. Article 66, which establishes re- 
strictions on land use within areas drain- 
ing into the town’s drinking water 
supplies, would be used in the establish- 
ment of Andover’s future Master Plan. It 
has been approved by the Planning 
Board; Selectmen will make their rec- 
ommendation at Town Meeting. 

Among other items of interest being 
considered at Town Meeting are articles 
that would: 

* appropriate $90,000 to build sidewalks 
in the heart of Ballardvale (article 68); 

* pave the way for the extension of 
Burtt Road to Ballardvale Street (19);

‘Dragon’s Lair’ Underway 


The Bancroft school youngsters and the chil- 
den’s committee have named their proposed 
playground the ‘‘Dragon’s Lair.” 

It was chosen out of 26 names following De- 
sign Day, when the school children spent the day 
busily drawing ideas for the perfect playground, 
for consulting architect Robert Leathers in Feb- 
ruary. 

Bancroft sixth graders John Kulcsar and Josh 
Adams, members of the Children’s Committee, 
presented an update and explained the architec- 
tural renderings to the School Committee during 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

The ‘‘Dragon’s Lair’’ will include a dinosaur, 
tire tunnel, fort and ring bridge, haunted house, 
maze, obstacle course, picnic table, rubber 
bridge and double slide, according to the plans. 

The playground, set to begin construction dur- 
ing the weekend of September 17, will also in- 
clude a handicap ramp and outdoor classroom. 

Teachers, students and parents have been 
planning the playground for the last few months, 
which began with a $2,500 state Educational 
Opportunity grant for a feasibility study on the 
school play area. 

The idea for the playground arose when Ash- 
ley Forget, a fifth grader at Bancroft and mem- 
ber of the School Council, showed a photo of the 
school playground in the Virginia school she at- 


tended prior to coming to Andover to Bancroft 
School Principal Iora Alexander. 

The architect will send a crew to direct and 
supervise the parents who will construct the 
playground, based on the ideas and renderings 
of the children, teachers and parents 

On Friday, April ll, Bancroft School will hold 
the first fundraising event, ‘“‘Bancroft’s Big 
Top,”’ which will have a circus type theme, fea- 
turing a fortune teller, haunted house, white 
elephant table, balloons, in the first floor of Ban- 
croft school, cafeteria and gymnasium.

Andover Parking Problems, 
Policy: A Downtown Enigma > 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Russ Rich works for Hunneman & Co. 
Realty in the heart of Andover’s Central 
Business District. He usually parks °°; 
car out front, in the town parking lo. .- 
hind the Old Town Hall. So do many of 
his co-workers. 

The lot is metered for two-hour park- 
ing; cars may not be parked in one place 
for more than two hours, even if their 
owners ‘‘feed the meters.’’ Rich and his 
co-workers regularly chalk up a pile of 
parking tickets. 

‘‘We’re sales people,”’ he says. ‘“‘We’re 
in and out—sometimes you forget your 
car.”’ 

One day, a wrecker from the Elm 
Street Automotive Center picked up a 
car belonging to one of Rich’s co-work- 
ers, who had failed to pay for his viola- 
tions. 

Even as a friend’s death might make a 
man ponder his own mortality, the tow- 
ing gave Rich pause. And, while he 
paused, Rich penned what he called ‘‘An 
Open Letter to the Andover Select- 
men’’—and sent it to the TOWNSMAN. 

In his letter, dated March 19, Rich 
raised a number of questions about park- 
ing, official policy, violation and enforce- 
ment—questions that deserve to be 
answered, not only for the writer, but for 
everyone who works, shops and parks 
downtown. 

se * 
“T am sure that I am not alone in that I 
emphatically resent being harassed con- 
stantly by the Town of Andover because 
I happen to work downtown,’’ Rich 
wrote. ‘‘We have no place to park. We 
have to come to work. People who work 
downtown don’t just get an occasional 
ticket.”’ 

** * 
Downtown merchants, customers and 
residents all seem to agree that Andover 
has a “‘parking problem.’’ They do not 
agree, however, upon just what that 
problem is. 

Downtown parking is in itself a study 
in variety. There are town lots: the new- 
ly-refinished—and controversial—cen- 
tral parking lot with two- and four-hour 
metering; a two-hour lot next to Old And- 
over Village; the Town Hall lot, which 
allows town employees all-day sticker 
parking and lets visitors park for two 
hours. 

There are private lots. On Post Office 
Avenue, a private street, the owners now 
grant the merchants who rent their 
stores a sort of parking amnesty by 
sticker. There are lots set aside for the 
owners of condominium units in One Elm 
Square and the tenants of Old Andover 
Village. 

There is on-street two-hour parking 
near businesses, and all-day parking for 
those who can get it on adjacent resi- 
dential streets. 

And there is the occasional touch of 
capitalistic enterprise. North Andover 


 aevelopers lease the parking across High... 


Street from One Elm Square and, in 
turn, rent spaces by the month to inter- 
ested parkers. St. Augustine’s Church 
rents some of its “spare” parking to 
BayBank Merrimack Valley, Backstreet 
Restaurant and the new funeral home. 

Like Rich, many who work downtown 
feel that their problems began with the 
new metering system in the central lot. 
Says a businesswoman who has worked 
downtown for more than 30 years, ‘“‘We 
have no choice; we have to find parking 
on the side streets where they don’t re- 
quire two-hour parking. We don’t work 
for only two hours.” 


The sales staff at another downtown 
shop adds, ‘‘We forget to move our cars 
or feed the meters; sometimes we get 
busy, or we don’t leave the store for four 
or five hours straight...It’s only since it 
(the central parking lot) has been built 
that it’s been impossible.”’ 

For customers, say some merchants, 
the problem is that a lack of convenient 
spaces forces them to walk from the cen- 
tral lot to complete a simple “run-in, 
run-out’”’ errand. Also, say merchants, 
customers find the meters a nuisance af- 
ter living for years with unmetered park- 
ing.

The problem seen by in-town residents 
is that merchants and commuters, in 
their quest for all-day parking, have con- 
verted their streets into narrow, hazard- 
ous parking lots. ‘Florence Street is 
absolutely ridiculous,” says Stephen Le- 
vine, a resident of that street. It is lined 
with cars by 8:30 a.m., he says. ‘‘People 
park right across from our driveway— 
right on top of our driveway.”’ 

Sometimes in winter, says Levine, his 
street becomes so congested that two 
cars cannot pass; one has to back up to 
let the other through. “I’m thinking of 
putting my own personal parking meters 
in,” he muses. “At least maybe I could 
make a little money on this.”’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony has 
been fielding complaints—and looking 
for solutions for them—since he began 
his tenure five years ago. 

He has seen the completion of one 
parking study, done roughly three years 
ago; he has watched it become outdated. 

He has overseen proposals for the 
building of parking garages in at least 
two locations, off the Park/Barnard 
Streets area and near Old Andover Vil- 
lage. 

Last year, he proposed the creation of 
an auxiliary town lot on land occupied by 
an old house on Elm Street. 

And, of course, it was under his direc- 
tion that the town bought the old Purity 
Supreme parking lot, snagged a state off- 
street parking grant for $1,000,000, 
floated a bond for $600,000, and put to- 
gether the present central lot, meters 
and all. 

So far, Mahony’s efforts have not exac- 
tly earned him a nomination for sain- 
thood. The parking garage proposals 
went down in flames fanned by disen- 
chanted abutters. Neighborhood resi- 
dents gunned down the Elm Street 
proposal; the lot, they said, would in- 
fringe on their property, cost the town 
far too much money much per space, 
spell the destruction of a house that had 
been built in 1777, and destroy the resi- 
dential character of the location. 

But it is Mahony’s one ‘“‘success’’—the 
central lot—that has drawn the most 
steady grumbling from townspeople 
since its completion last fall. 

People don’t like the meters. They 
don’t appreciate the enforcement. 

Mahony defends the system, explain- 
ing that it does what it was designed to 
do—promote customer use by guarantee- 
ing a two-hour turnover. ‘‘You can’t run 
a business unless your customers can get 
in your store,” he says 

But what about those who 
town?

Town Meeting Thoughts 


That annual exercise in what is termed the 
purest form of democracy- --town meeting- - - 
gets underway Monday evening at the Collins 
Center in Andover. 

Often criticized as a system which no longer 
properly serves as the modern way to administer 
a municipality, it still remains, at least in And- 
over and many other New England communities, 
as the way the town is run and how much its 
residents will pay for services. 

Attendance is often pointed oot as a significant 
reason to do away with the system, as some will 
advise that decisions are made by a poor turnout 
of those eligible to vote. 

Fact of the matter is that in Andover poor turn- 
out is 349 people, since a quorum, through which 
the entire business of town meeting can be trans- 
acted, simply requires 350 voters in attendance. 

Frankly, this year’s warrant seems to have a 
significant variety of issues in order to generate 
sufficient interest among the electorate. 

Some of the more salient items and some 
thoughts on them are as follows: 

Land taking and appropriation of $200,000 to 
connect Burtt Road with Ballardvale Road and 
provide some relief for traffic problems in Bal- 
lardvale and Lowell Junction. 


As mentioned on several occasions in this 
space, Ballardvale residents are long overdue for 
traffic relief, having tolerated increased prob- 
lems through industrial growth. While this is not 
a total answer, it is a positive and long overdue 
need and should be adopted. 

Retail Priority Overlay District, Article 62, as 
proposed by the planning board, would more or

less dictate what use can be made of properties in 
the central business district fringe areas. The 
concept may be a good one, but unless some 
amendment can be made to the article as it now 
stands, its approval is not recommended. The 
article, in present form, gives to governmental 
bodies too much power to dictate what can and 
can not be placed in business areas which are 
privately owned. 

As for the $150,000 for planning the renovation 
of the former town hall on Main street, there is 
little doubt that the property should remain with- 
in the town’s domain. But, the amount of funds 
for planning purposes seems somewhat high un- 
less some adequate explanation can be made of 
how the money is to be spent. 

Establishment of a multi-family-use district 
seems proper. It is to be in the area surrounding 
the central business district and responds to a 
need to provide low and moderate income hous- 
ing, something for which the town has a dire 
need. 

Article 4 would allow the town to receive $400,- 
000 or more in new revenues through a hotel-mo- 
tel tax. While the opinion here is to let the 
electorate decide on such a new source of reve- 
nue, it is to be noted that there still has been no 
explanation of what is being done with all the 
user fees, increased permit costs and added reve- 
nue from industrial growth over the past few 
years, while the tax rate continues to climb. 

In any case, it is strongly recommended that 
Andover residents take the few hours necessary 
next week, Monday through possibly Wednesday, 
to transact municipal business in the traditional 
New England fashion.

Basic Needs 
Ignored 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

My name is Peter De Angelo of 5 Blackberry 
Lane and Andover High Class of 1965. While I 
am unable to attend this year’s town meeting, 
due to business obligations, I, nevertheless, felt 
obligated by my deep affection for Andover to 
address an issue that faces this community. 

Permit me to preface the statements that fol- 
low by saying that while Andover has grown 
perhaps too quickly, perhaps with not enough 
consideration given to such concerns as logical 
and efficient growth plans, perhaps with a ne- 
glect for people sometimes derisively referred 
to as “Townies,’’ especially the elderly and 
those of the middle and lower economic stratae, 
this town remains a highly desirable community 
in which to live and work. 

The general issue that I want to address is the 
attitude held by some town officals, including 
our present Town Manager and some members 
of the Board of Selectmen and of the Planning 
Board that: 

1. Andover has relatively unlimited financial 
resources. 

2. That luxury items are more important than 
basic community needs. 

3. That some parts of town are more impor- 
tant than others and thus deserve more atten- 
tion and resources. 

More specifically, I cannot understand how 
intelligent and responsible people can propose 
and push for the exorbitant expenditure of $150,- 
000 for design and engineering studies for the 
purpose of restoring the old town hall when: 

1. Schools remain inadequately maintained. 

2. When some school books and other educatio- 
nal resources are woefully outdated. 

3. When safety measures such as sidewalks on 
busy local streets that are forced to accommo- 
date industrial traffic are considered too expen- 
sive to construct this year even though the 
entire town benefits from this same industrial 
traffic. 

4. When residential property tax rates contin- 
ue to rise, even though several millions in new 
industrial property assessments continue to 
pour onto the tax rolls. 

I respectfully propose that we stand back as a 
community, reconsider our goals for our com- 
munity and, lastly, reorder our priorties for the 
future of our community. It is time that some of 
our town fathers stop building luxurious and 
expensive physical monuments to themselves 
and pay more attention to the basic needs and 
wants of all the people they supposedly serve.

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on one’s lunch hour. He adds that, during 
the lot’s design/planning phase, the town 
proposed eight-hour meters, but the idea 
was roundly defeated—by representa- 
tives of the Center Merchants Associa- 
tion. 

Richard Chapell of the Andover Photo 
Shop, who was Chairman of the Center 
Merchants at the time, says that he op- 
posed the long-term meters because 
commuters would use the lots—not mer- 
chants. 

He slams his fist down on his counter, 
and gestures toward the center lot, in full 
view from his shop’s front window. 
‘That lot out there is for the CUSTOM- 
ERS!”’ he says vehemently. ‘“‘You don’t 
park in the customer’s slot.”’ 


Chapell—who, incidently, walks to 
work when possible or parks in the ten- 
ant lot to the side of his store—says that 
the four-hour metered parking areas are 
usually full by 11 a.m. To an observer 
cruising the lot at almost any given hour 
on a weekday, however, the occupancy 
rate seems much lower—ranging from 
less-than-half to not-quite-full. 

To Russ Rich and his comrades-in- 
realty, the arguments in favor of four- 
hour meters are moot. In his business, he 
contends, convenience is a necessity— 
and the four-hour meters are on the Rog- 
ers Brook side of the parking lot, not 
handy to quick entrances and exits.

“We get lots of them (tickets)...They go 
up from $5 to $10 and then $35 very quick- 
ly. We are paying hundreds of dollars 
each in fines. Now there is a new policy 
of towing cars. Who hired these people to 
badger us this way? 

“Is the town parking ordinance avail- 
able to be seen? Town clerk’s office 
doesn’t have it. Town Manager doesn’t 
have it! Police department says it may 
be in the library! Tax collector doesn’t 
have it. Who passed the ordinance, if, 
indeed, there is one? Who instructed the 
“he Manager to enforce it so vigorous- 
ea 

The statute governing Andover’s park- 
ing violations, tags, appearance and fail- 
ure to appear (for fining and/or appeal) 
can indeed be found in a supplement in 
the back of a book on a reference shelf in 
the Memorial Hall Library. It is num- 
bered 90; 20 A's, and is austensibly a 
statute covering the ‘‘Cities of Boston 
and Cambridge”’. 

Statute 20 A‘ was enacted in 1981. 
Andover took it to heart by Town Meet- 
ing vote in 1982, when the state removed 
the responsibility for enforcement of 
non-moving violations from the court 
system and gave it to town governments. 

Briefly, 20 A% authorizes the town to 
ticket violators and to enforce the result- 
ing fines. In accordance with the statute, 
Andover’s system works this way: 

eAndover has two classes of non-mov- 
ing violations, which are listed on the 
back of the ticket. Group A violations

merit five-dollar fines; Group B, $15. 

Group A includes: meter violations 
and ‘“‘feeding’”’; overtime parking; not 
parking within marked spaces; all-night 
parking when restricted; parking in 
front of any public building, school or 
churches; parking in restricted area; in 
wrong direction; more than 12 inches 
from curb; in bus, taxi, ambulance and 
service zones, and at other than desig- 
nated times. 

Group B includes: parking within 10 
feet of hydrants; within fire lanes; on 
crosswalks; within 20 feet of intersec- 
tions; in front of private roads or drive- 
ways; within intersections; obstructing 
snow removal or emergency; on side- 
walks; so as not to leave 10 feet unobs- 
tructed lane; within 25 feet of any fire 
station entrance; double; obstructing the 
normal flow of traffic; across the street 
from fire stations (when posted), and in 
restricted handicap spaces. 

¢ The enforcing officer tickets a viola- 
tor. On weekdays, this is done by a spe- 
cially-hired individual; on weekends, by 
regular patroling police officers. Cont- 
rary to popular belief, police say that 
displaying one ticket does not insure a 
violator against additional tickets for the 
day. Also, if the officer suspects that a 
violator has wiped a chalk mark off his 
tire, he has the right to jot down a vehi- 
cle’s license number and use it, not the 
chalk mark, as his criterion for overtime 
ticketing. 

¢ Ticketed drivers have 21 days to pay 
their fine to the Parking Clerk—who hap- 
pens to be Tax Collector Myron Muise. 
After that time, unpaid Group A fines 
rise to $10, and Group B, to $20. In addi- 
tion, the violation is turned over to a data 
processing firm. 

¢ Within three to six weeks, that firm 
sends out a notice to the violator. It sets 
a date for a hearing with Andover’s 
Hearing Officer, Town Clerk Elden Salt- 
er. 

¢ Salter schedules his hearing cases on 
Wednesdays. If a violator doesn’t show 
up, the data processing company sends 
out a second notice, which informs him 
that the fine has been raised to a maxi- 
mum of $35. The company then passes 
the case off to the state Registry of Mo- 
tor Vehicles. 

¢ The Registry raises the fine another 
$10—which it will keep for its trouble. 
When the violator goes in to renew his 
license, he is sent back to the town office 
to pay off his fines before he is cleared 
by the registry. If he has outstanding 
fines from other towns, he must go back 
to each town in which he was ticketed

Because of the ‘‘must-carry”’ rule, Ed’s cable offerings 
excluded programming that his subscribers wanted and 
required carriage of duplicate broadcast channels. Both 
these factors made his subscribers unhappy. 


The proposal which recently was reached between 
broadcast and cable television is a version of the must- 
carry rule which serves both sides. It is largely based 
on demand and channel capacity. The viewership to 
stations is measured and based on the capacity of the 
cable system, channels are allocated for carriage. Du- 
plicate stations are not required, and cable operators 
cannot arbitrarily replace broadcast channels with ca- 
ble channels. There is an elaborate formula for making 
these decisions, and has been agreed to in principle by 
cable and broadcast operators.

He adds, ‘‘We could put 
the merchants out of business by not en- 
forcing it—the commuters would replace 
all the customers.”’ 

Like Rich, most violators fail to see 
nobility in their tickets. ‘‘We get more 
flak for a five-dollar ticket than we do for 
a $2000 tax bill,’’ says Muise. Last sum- 
mer, according to clerks in the tax of- 
fice, one offender vented his ire by 
paying his $15 fine in non-rolled pennies. 


“Is it legal to meter parking spaces in 
town lots while people park free on the 
streets?”’

“There is statutory authority for it,” 
says Town Attorney Alfred Daniels.

I went flying out there—he didn’t get to 
write it. We considered it a huge victo- 


Maureen Garrigan, a sales person at 
Bishops in the Park Village Mall, says 
that she has stood guard, arms out- 
stretched, over parked cars while a fel- 
low employee gathered up change to feed 
the meter. 

Garrigan relates her favorite Richard 
Ford horror story. ‘‘A little old lady was 
leaving here one day,”’ she says. ‘“‘There 
he was, by her car. She said, ‘Sir, Sir, 
I’m coming’—she walked really slowly, 
leaning on the arm of another woman— 
and he just said, ‘I’m sorry; the ticket’s 
already made out.’ He ticketed her any- 
way.”’ 

It’s true, admits Ford. ‘If I start to 
enter the registration on a ticket,’ he 
says, “I have to issue it.” 

Police Chief James Johnson concurs. 
‘He signs out for his tickets in the morn- 
ing,”’ he says. ‘‘We do not give him the 
authority to void a ticket. You have to 
look at it this way—he has a very unfa- 
vorable job, and he does the job he’s sup- 
posed to do.”’

‘What about the money? There seems to 
be an awful lot being collected. Is it prop- 
erly accounted for? Is it outside the nor- 
mal budget and therefore not under 
proper spending controls? Will our taxes 
be reduced because of this windfall, or 
will it be frittered away out of public 
scrutiny ?”’ 
According to Town Manager Mahony, 
state laws mandate that revenues col- 
lected on fines go into the General 
Fund—7 percent of which is spent for 
education, with the balance going to the 
town. ‘‘It’s just another revenue going 
into the town,’’ he says. 

As for the ‘‘windfall,’’ Andover’s Fi- 
nance and Budget Director Tony Torrisi 
says that fines and fees from all viola- 
tions listed on the back of the town’s 
parking ticket brought in about $80,000 
during Fiscal Year 1985 (July 1 thru 
June 30)—or about $6,666 per month. 
(There is no breakdown available for 
Group A and Group B fines. ) 

Between July 1 and Feb. 28 of this fis- 
cal year, says Torrisi, slightly less than 
$69,000 has been collected. Averaged 
over eight months, it means approxi- 
mately $8,625 was collected each month.

in fine revenue more each month? They 
probably help. But so does Richard 
Ford’s recent employment and passion 
for his duty. And so does a recent five- 
dollar-per-violation increase in Group B 
fines. And so might changes in parking 
configurations in other areas of town, 
such as the Town Hall parking lot. 

As for all that change from the meters 
themselves,Torrisi estimates that the 
annual ‘‘take’’ would run about $35,000, 
as projected from current monthly fig- 
ures. 

Lest the reader conclude that all that 
is taken in from fines and meters is 
gravy, figures from Town Accountant 
Rodney Smith indicate that there are two 
sides to the ledger. To begin with, the 
bond on the central lot itself, which will 
run through 1997, costs Andover roughly 
$96,000 per year in debt service—nearly 
three times the revenue from the new 
meters. 

The meter man is paid approximately 
$14,000 annually, plus benefits. The tick- 
ets cost about $11,000 per year. 

Smith says that there is a yearly allo- 
cation of about $3,000 for labor connected 
with meter maintenance; parts for the 
machines (which themselves cost $400 
apiece, he adds) run extra. 

Luckily for the town, says Smith, the 
meters are new enough—as is the sur- 
face of the lot—not to require expensive 
maintenance. 

Also among the items on the down side 
of the balance sheet are: pay for officers 
who cover the parking beat on week- 
ends; the purchase of, and upkeep and 
fuel for, the ticket man’s little cruising 
vehicle; the cost of hiring the computer 
service to handle ignored violations; 
compensation for the time spent by 
Muise and Salter on parking-related 
matters (they are not paid a separate 
salary for the positions, but it does occu- 
py their time, says Smith). 

In short, it could be argued that the 
town would be in a better financial posi- 
tion if it simply ignored both downtown

Although our Board of Selectmen, composed 
of the very same members, unanimously ap- 
proved of last year’s article, this time, for rea- 
sons not made clear at all, they have indicated 
unanimously their disapproval of the taping and 
transcription of their own sessions.

and frustration, the Planning Board 
voted to disapprove definitive plans for 
the subdivision once again. 

The decision was a difficult one be- 
cause, at first, the board agreed that the 
plans as drawn seemed to meet by-law 
specifications. Board members felt, how- 
ever, that the developer’s most recent 
design still left the land with pronounced 
drainage and septic problems due to high 
water tables and its ‘‘wet”’ location in 
West Andover. Input from abutters at an 
earlier public hearing had supported the 
board’s view of the project. 

Paul Curley suggested that the board 
not vote on the plans before the March 27 
deadline because they couldn’t in con- 
science approve them, even though they 
apparently conformed to the letter of the 
regulations. ‘‘I really don’t want to sign 
my name to this,”’ he said. 

It was pointed out that not acting, how- 
ever appropriate, would automatically

spell approval—and would not oblige the 
developers to meet a list of 25 conditions 
that had been attached to board approval 
by planning staff. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw added 
that, although a non-vote would “‘be say- 
ing we don’t want this,’ the sentiment 
would not be relayed to potential buyers 
at a closing. 

“It just ruffles my feathers to see poor 
design come in and be told I can’t do any- 
thing about it,” said board member Mi- 
chael Houghton. He suggested adding 
another condition to the list—one requir- 
ing deep-hole testing for water table at 
the site of the ‘‘footprint”’ of a home to be 
constructed, and requiring that houses 
on any land where the table is three feet 
or less: be constructed on slabs rather 
than over basements. 

The recommendation was moot, how- 
ever, because ultimately, when 
Bradshaw re-examined the plans, she

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noted that they did not reflect final land 
grades with the accuracy she felt they 
required. Because she felt that drainage 
was such a critical factor in the area, 
and that it was essential that anything 
germane to it be thoroughly and careful- 
ly considered in order to gauge the effect 
of storm water flows on the land and its 
surrounding properties, she urged disap- 
proval. 

The vote to disapprove was 3 to 1, with 
Donald Ellsworth in opposition; Andrew 
Girdwood was not present at the meet- 


ing. ° 

The board also considered, and ap- 
proved, definitive plans for ‘River Road 
Business Center,” a subdivision to be lo- 
cated between River Road and Old River 
Road. The vote for acceptance of the 
plan, which would allow the building of a 
road to serve a parcel upon which the 
developer hopes to build a ‘‘Courtyard by 
Marriott’’ motel, was unanimous.
